Dr. Gordan Spykman, Professor 
Emeritus of Religion and Theology at 
Calvin College, was the keynote 
speaker. Dr. Spykman focused on 
meaning and purpose for the 
Christian as they act as transformers 
of our world. “Nothing matters but 
the kingdom of God, but because of 
the kingdom of God, everything 
matters,” was the line that Dr. 
Sopykman used to illustrate his 
speech entitled “Kingdoms in 
Conflict”. The challenge to the 
graduates was to bring about the 
Kingdom of God while avoiding 
accommodation with the Kingdom 
of Man. 

Michael John Kooy also spoke a 
few words as a representative of the 
graduating class. Michael John’s 
speech compared their class’ 


experience to that of a roller coaster 
ride. When this class was in its first 
year or so, everything about 
Redeemer was expanding: 
programs, faculty, staff, and student 
body; the LIFT Campaign was 
successful beyond anyone's hopes, 
and new facilities were constantly 
going up. It was exciting to be part 
of Redeemer-a vibrant, growing 
community that was constantly 
improving itself--and their class was 
part of it. 

Unfortunately, in its final year 
this class also experienced some of 
Redeemer's struggles, which resulted 
ina contraction of services. 
Hampered by a prolonged recession 
and the collapse of Brookview, this 
class experienced firsthand the

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Alumni Board Proposes 
Constitution 
As the size of the Association has 
grown, and the responsibilities of the 
alumni board has increased, it has 
become necessary to develop a set of 
principles to guide and govern the 
Association and Board. Although 
the process has been viewed with 
much scepticism lately on the 
national scene, writing a constitution 
isimportant. It is cause to examine 
purpose, determine goals, and to 
formalize procedures and 
conventions that will encourage the 
development of a more efficient and 
professional organization. 

Willard Vanderploeg did much 


of the work on the earlier drafts; in 
fact, he wrote the draft which served 
as the basis for this document. In 
refining his work, alumni 
associations from a number of other 
colleges were contacted. This latest 
draft has also benefited greatly from 
the input of Paul Brink, a current 
Redeemer student who worked on 
the Student Senate Constitution, and 
Gerald Bierling (Class of 86). The 
Alumni Board wishes to thank them 
for volunteering their time and effort 
in preparing this document. 

The Board therefore presents this 
proposed Constitution to the 
Association with the hope that it can 
be ratified by the membership at its 


first annual meeting during the 
Homecoming Weekend. If you have 
any comments, or suggestions about 
this document, please forward them, 
in writing, to the Alumni Affairs 
Coordinator, no later than July 31, 
1992. 

The Alumni Board is also seeking 
members of the Association to serve 
on the Board. If you know of 
someone who has the vision and 
drive to help direct this organization, 
please consider them for either 
President or Member-at-Large. And 
don’t be afraid to nominate yourself- 
-humility is over-rated as a virtue! 
Deadline for nominations is also July 
31, 1992. 


CONSTITUTION AND BYLAWS 


REDEEMER COLLEGE ALUMNI ASSOCIATION--DRAFT #5 JUNE 1992 


CONSTITUTION:

Section 1 The name of the body shall be 
the Redeemer College Alumni 
Association. 


Section 2 The purpose of the Association 
is to foster mutually beneficial 
relationships amongst the members and 
with the College. 


Section 3 The official address of the 
Association will be: 

c/o Redeemer College 

Ancaster, ON 

L9G 3N6 


siticle Ir Membershi 


Section 1 The Association is comprised 
of all former students of Redeemer 
College who have completed at least 8 
courses. 


Section 2 Honourary Members may be 
elected by the Board at any of its 
meetings upon having received 
nominations from a member. 


Section 1 a) The Association shall be 
governed by an Alumni Board of 
Directors. 


b) The Board shall consist of a President, 
Vice-President, 8 Members-at-Large, a 
representative from the present student 
body, and the Alumni Affairs 
Coordinator. 


Section 2 a) All Members-at-Large shall 
be nominated and elected by the 
Association. 

b) The President shall be nominated and 
elected by the Association. 

c) The Vice-President is an elected 
Member-at-Large, chosen by the Board. 


Section 3 a) The student representative 
shall be appointed by the Student Senate, 
subject to Board approval. 

b) The Alumni Affairs Coordinator shall 
be appointed by Redeemer College. 


Section 4 a) The Board may establish 
committees as outlined in the bylaws. 
b) All members of the Association are 
eligible to serve on Committees at the 
Board's discretion. 


Article [V_ Meetings 

Section 1 a) The Association shall 
convene a general membership meeting 
on an annual basis. 

b) The members of the Association must 
be given 45 days notice of the annual 


meeting in the official publication of the 
Association. 


Section 2 The Board shall convene as 
outlined in the Bylaws. 


Article V__ Official Publicati 


Section 1 The official publication of the 
Association shall be the newsletter, 


Images. 
Article VI_ Amendments 


Section 1 a) This Constitution may be 
amended at the Annual Mecting of the 
Association by a two-thirds vote of 
ballots cast. 

b) Any proposed amendment to the 
Constitution shall be presented to the 
Board. If the Board recommends the 
amendment, such a proposal shall be 
published in Images at least thirty days 
prior to its consideration by the 
membership. 


Section 2 a) The bylaws of the 
Association may be amended by a two- 
thirds vote of the Board, provided notice 
was given at the previous Board meeting. 


b) Any proposed changes in the bylaws 
shall be published in Images at least 30 
days prior to being changed. 
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BYLAWS: 


Section 1 Membership in the 
Association shall not be contingent on 
the payment of dues. 


Section 2 Honourary members do not 
have voting privileges. 


Section 1 The Board shall consist of 
the following: 

a) elected officers: 1 President; 8 
Members-at-Large (one of whom will 
be chosen by the Board to be the vice- 
President). 

b) appointed officers: 1 student 
representative; 1 Alumni Affairs 
Coordinator. 


Section 2 a) All members of the 
Association are eligible to serve as 
Members-at-Large. 

b) All members who are graduates of 
the College are eligible to serve as 
President. 


Section 3 Elected members of the 
Board have voting privileges; 
appointed members do not have 
voting privileges. 


Section 4 a) Board Members-at-Large 
shall normally serve a three year term. 
b) Save for and except Article II, 
Section 5 of these Bylaws, a Board 
member shall hold office for three 
years and until a successor is duly 
elected. 

¢) Board members are eligible to serve 
a second, consecutive three year term. 
d) After serving two consecutive 
terms, members are eligible to serve 
on the Board after a three year 
absence. 


Section 5 Within 12 months of the 
coming into force of this constitution, 
the Board shall be reconstituted to 
consist of: 
2 members serving for one 
year: 
3 members serving for two 
years; 
3 members serving for three 
years. 


Section 6 a) The Student 
representative's term shall be one year. 
b) The Alumni Affairs Coordinator’s 
term is at the discretion of the College. 


Section 7 a) The Board of Directors 
shall meet 4 times per year and on 
other occasions as required. 

b) A quorum shall consist of 6 elected 
members of the Board. 


Section § Absence from 3 consecutive 
Board meetings without good cause 
will result in the removal of that Board 
member. 


Section 9 a) The Board reserves the 
right to expel any member of the 
Board if that person engages in 
activities that are in direct conflict with 
the goals of the Association. 

b) Expulsion requires a four-fifths 
majority vote of the Board. 


Section 10 In the event of a Board 
member resigning, being dismissed or 
otherwise unable to perform his/her 
duties, the Board shall appoint 
someone to fill the vacancy for the 
remainder of the term. 


Section 1 The powers and duties of 
the Board are as follows: 

a) Manage and direct the affairs of the 
Association. 

b) Promote Redeemer College 
amongst the Alumni and in the 
community at large. 

c) Represent Alumni on College 
committees and governing bodies. 

d) Work on various committees to 
further the aims of the Association. 

e) Adopt rules, bylaws, etc., as deemed 


necessary. 


Section 2 The duties of the President 
are as follows: 

a) To preside at all regular Board 
meetings and perform duties as 
specified by the Alumni Board. 

b) To represent the Alumni Board and 
Association at all appropriate 
functions. 

c) To be a spokesperson for the 
Alumni Board. 


Section 3 The duties of the Vice- 
President are as follows: 

a) To perform all the duties of the 
President in his/her absence. 

b) To be responsible for the Alumni 
activities that the Board organizes. 


Section 4 The Alumni Affairs 
Coordinator shall act as de facto 
secretary of the Board, and serve as a 
liaison between the College and the 
Board. 


Article IV__ Election Poli 


Section 1 a) Nominations for the 
offices of President and Members-at- 
Large shall be forwarded to the Board. 


b) The Board shall publish the 
nominations and ballots in Images at 
least 45 days prior to the annual 
meeting of the Association. 


Section 2 Elections for the President 
and Members-at-Large shall occur at 
the annual meeting of the Association. 


Section 3 All members of the 
Association who are present at the 
annual meeting are eligible to cast one 
ballot for the Board positions. The 
following procedures shall be 
followed: 

a) i) When members register for the 
annual meeting, they shall have their 
ballots initialled by the Board or any 
person(s) the Board empowers. 

ii) The Board shall maintain a 
supply of ballots at the registration 
area. 

b) Once the members have had their 
ballots initialled, their names shall be 
recorded on a “Ballots Issued 
Register”. 

c) Only initialized ballots will be 
counted. 


Section 4 If a member of the 
Association is unable to attend the 
annual meeting, the following 
procedures shall be used to cast a 
proxy ballot: 

a) Members shall mark and sign a 
proxy ballot as published in 
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Images, and mail it to the Alumni 
Affairs Coordinator. 

b) The Alumni Affairs Coordinator 
shall mark the members name on a 
“Ballots Issued Register” and place the 
ballot in a secure location. 

¢c) All proxy ballots will be stored until 
the annual meeting; a motion to the 
effect of accepting the proxy ballots 
must be ratified by the Association at 
its meeting. They will then be counted 
with the rest of the ballots. 

d) A member may still attend a 
meeting once a proxy ballot has been 
cast, but he/she will be ineligible to 
cast another ballot. 

e) A motion to destroy the ballots 
must be ratified by the Association 
following the election. 


Section 5 A single candidate running 
for a particular position shall be 
subjected to a yes/no vote. A majority 
of votes is required in order to be 
elected. 


Section 6 In all contested elections, 
the candidate(s) with the majority of 
the votes shall be declared the winner. 


Section 7 The Board, or its designates, 
shall be in charge of monitoring the 
election, counting the ballots, and 
declaring the winner(s). The official 
results shall be posted in Images. 


Section § The Board reserves the right 
to invalidate any election if it has been 
proven that there have been 
inconsistencies or fraud in the electoral 
process.
